WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Ford said today, after leaving @ 
conference of business men called 
by the President that the first thing 
to do was “‘to correct the tmpres- 


Ysion that the present condition of 


affairs is due to the stock market.” 

“Colla of speculation may 
have been the occasion of a busl- 
negs hesitation,” Ford continued, 
“but it certainly was not the cause. 

“The stock “market does not 
make prosperity, but ‘prosperity is 
absolutely .essentia] to such an in- 
flation of values as we have seen 
during the past year. When an in- 
flated stock market breaka, it does 
not. necessarily carry genera! busi- 
ness down with it. But when gen- 
eral business-declines it invariably 
deflates the artificia] values of the 
stock market. 

“That is what happened. It was 
only the temporary diversion . of 
business men's attention that pre- 
vented them from seeing what was 
happening. It is now clear to all 
that the real explanation of the 
present situation ig not to be foynd 
in recent stock market history, but 
in recent business history.” 
Market of No Permanent Effect. 

“If the public understands,” 
Ford went on, “that the stock mar- 
ket cannot permanently affect us 
for either good or bad, “the way 
ig clear to_constructive views,” 

He added that business showed 
some decline even while specula- 
tive values were at their height. 

“The reasons are plain,” he sald. 
“First, there was a serious with- 
drawal of brains from business. 
Men, who otherwise have been 
working out better designs for 
commodities and better methods of 
manufacture and planning to put 
more value into their profits, were 
drawn off from the work they 
were best fitted to do by the prom- 
ise of quick profits in speculation. 
This was more serious for business 
than most people are likely to 
realize. I have often said that we 
need the experience and judgment 
of men in middle age or older, and 
when this is withdrawn, business 
feels it.” 

He gave as another reason the 
fact that “American production 
had come to equal and even sur- 
pass, not our people’s power to 
consume, but their power to pur- 
chase.” 

“This is not the same thing as 
overproduction of goods,” he said.

“Overproduction can never occur 
until every need is supplied, but the 
first need is the need of money, 
Money in the people’s hands repre- 
sents , purchasing power. In the 
country the) purchasing power of 
the people has been “practically 
used up, and still they have not 
been able to buy -all that they 
must havé. I therefore suggest the 
need of increasing the purchasing 
power of our principal customers— 
the American le.” 

He deciared that this must be 
done in two ways: First, by put- 
ting additional value into goods or 
reducing prices to the level of ac- 
tual values, and, second, starting 
a movement to increase the gen- 
eral wage level. Nearly everything 
in this country is too high-priced. 
The only thing that ‘should be 
high-priced in this country is the 
man who works. Wages must not 
come down, they must not even 
stay on their present level—they 
must go up. 

Even this is not. sufficient of 
Itself, Ford said. “We must sée to 
it,” he asserted, “that the increased 
wages are not taken away from 
our people by increased prices that 
do not represent increased values. 
No Gain tn Taking All One Earns. 

“The country gains no benefit 
by letting the workingman earn an 
extra hundred dollars and then 
taking it away from him again in 
increased rents and a rise in prices 
generally. To make wages better 
and to keep pfices requires 
that business men come back into 
business—as many are doing since 
the stocks came down. 

“There is no startling, miracu- 
lous plan ef recovery and advance; 
it is still as plain and familiar as 
a copy-book maxim. . The sgitua- 
tion promises much better than it 
did a year ago. We were on the 
threshold of a necessary change, 
anyhow. and if some men stumbled 
when they crossed it, it was only 
because their eyes were elsewhere. 
“A year ago the country was-ex- 
pecting something to happen; now 
that it is over and past, the road 
ahead ts clear. : 

“President Hoover’s call for a 
conference has had the beneficent 
effect of focussing our eyes on the 
main question. The President will 
be able to show the country that 
there is nothing to fear and that 
if everyone will atteng to his own 
work the future wi secure.”

Love said the asso- 
ciation had a’ Washington and a 
‘Salt Lake office and that its total 
expenses ran about $50,000 a year. 

Answering questions by Walsh, 
the witness said he was interested 
in the Utah-Idaho Co., with 16 
plants in various states. 

With Corn Sugar Group. 

Love denied that there ged 
agreement whereby the beet sugar 
people undertook to support a Dill 
which the corn sugar producers 
were trying to put through Con- 
gress.

Another ietter, introduced by 
Walsh, was written in 1924 by 
Love to C. Bascom Slemp, then the 
secretary to President Coolidge, 
charging J. A. Arnold with re- 
sponsibility for an organization 
called the National Tariff Council, 
which was soliciting funds to pre- 
vent the reappointment of David 
J. Lewis, as Tariff Commissioner. 
Love said he wrote the letter be- 
cause he wanted the President to 
know that his association had 
nothing to do with this movement. 

“What was this National Tariff 
Council?” asked Walsh. “It was 
just another of Arnold’s various 
schemes for raising money.” 

Love alse related that Arnold 
had tried to organize a Western 
Tariff Association, on the same 
lines as his Southern Tariff Asso- 
clation. “Our Western people 
didn’t like this method,” said the 
witness, “and the scheme blew wp.” 

Walsh read an extract from a 
news letter sent out by the “Kip- 
ling Service,” saying: “The sugar 
tariff situation looks much bet- 
ter.” Love said he subscribed to 
this service, as well as to two 
others of the same kind in Wash- 
ington. Walsh described them as 
services “purporting to tell what’s 
going on in Washington.”

Now the city is ready to tackle 
the remaining unit of 32-foot tube 
from the park to the western city 
limits near Skinker botiftevard and 
Clemens avenue.

A Less Difficult Job. 
For about 1500 feet from the 
city limits to Delmar boulevard the 
contractor should have a compara- 
tively easy job, for he will find 
plenty of room for his machinery 
and supplies and a place to divert 
the river until 4he sewer is ready 
for it. For about 2200 feet from 
Delmar south to the Rock Island

In 
that section it will be necessary to 
carry the river temporarily through 
a pipe, perhaps 12 or 15 inches in 
fiameter, up on the bank. From 
the railroad to the park there will 
be more room to work but the 
piping will be needed. | 

River des Peres, a tempestuous, 
odoriferous stream, which uopar- 
ently carries little water most of 
the time, as a matter of fact has 
an average flow ordinarily of 300 
gallons a second—about 26,000,000 
gallons daily, or about one-fourth 
as much as the ordinary daily con- 
sumption of pure water in St. 
Louis. The new sewer is designed 
to carry away 250 times this flow, 
or 6,500,000,000 gallons in a day, 
and that tremendous volume,.engi- 
neers say, is only slightly more 
than the river carried in the me- 
morable flood of 1915. 

Discussing the prospective diffi- 
culties, W. W. Horner, chief sewer 
engineer for the city. said: 

“The nature of the work in the 
main is to build a concrete sewer, 
the bottom of which will be 20 feet 
‘lower than the present bed, with- 
out interrupting the flow of the 
river. The real problem to the 
builder is to 
out of the bed and construct the 
sewer between rains. He will have. 
to puntp the dry weather flow 
around the work; he cannot pump 
the storms.” 

Between Skinker and Delmar, 
the contractor, if he chooses, can 
put several days’ work into dig- 
ging a ditch to divert the river. 
It could follow Rosedale avenue, 
which is unimproved and little 
used, and traverse other property 
to which the city owns title or 
easement.
